Jewish  Palestine  Needs  Our  Political 
Support 

The  decision  at  which  the  United 


Nations  will  arrive  as  to  Palestine,  will 
be  the  resultant  of  many  factors.  Among 
these,  America’s  position  will  be  one  of 
the  largest.  Our  State  Department,  how¬ 
ever,  is  an  unpredictable  element  in  the 
picture.  Its  predilection  would  seem  to 
be  against  Zionism.  On  the  other  hand, 
President  Truman’s  public  commitments 
and  American  political  actualities  oper¬ 
ate  in  our  favor. 

It  is  vital  that  the  latter  forces  be 
strengthened  over  the  former.  To  that 
end,  a  stream  of  letters  must  flow  from 
all  of  us  to  President  Truman  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Marshall  asking  that  our  govern¬ 
ment  use  its  fullest  influence  to  the 
realization  of  a  Jewish  National  Home, 
if  not  in  the  whole  of  Palestine,  then  in 
an  adequate  and  viable  portion  of  it. 
These  should  be  letters  of  recommenda¬ 
tion  or  appeal  as  the  situation  indicates. 

Write  such  letters  now.  And  write 
again  and  again,  until  the  issue  is  re¬ 
solved.  To  dispatch  two  communica¬ 
tions  a  week  is  little  enough  to  do  for 
our  brethren  in  Eretz  Israel  and  in  D.P. 
camps.

No  column  which  I  have  published  in 
the  Bulletin  has  evoked  so  widespread 
a  response  as  that  in  which  I  recom¬ 
mended  that  we  change  the  name  of  our 
congregation  to  one  which  is  Jewish  and 
meaningful.

Perhaps  I  shall  be  more  ardent  about 
one  or  another  of  them  once  they  have 
had  a  chance  to  grow  on  me. 

Here  then  —  for  what  they  may  be 
worth,  and  to  stimulate  further  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  theme — are  some  of  these 
recommendations :

Congregation  Masorah  Hay  ah  (Living 
Tradition),  a  name  which  certainly  ex¬ 
presses  our  Jewish  ideology. 

Beth  Israel  Eved  (The  House  of  Israel, 
The  Servant)  a  phrase  from  the  Book 
of  Isaiah  wherein  Israel  is  described  as 
the  servant  of  God,  dedicated  to  Him  and 
to  mankind.

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Mrs.  Abrahamsen  Urges 
Letters  to  Congress 

Our  readers  will  recall  that  in  the 
March  17th  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  a 
letter  from  Mrs.  Milton  Grass  answered 
Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg’s  appeal  on  be¬ 
half  of  Haganah.  Her  reply  gave  us 
much  information  on  the  subject  of  the 
proposed  legislation  now  before  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Committees  for  the  admission 
of  displaced  persons  to  the  United  States, 
as  well  as  ways  in  which  each  one  of  us 
could  act  effectively  in  solving  the  re¬ 
settlement  problem.  Below  we  print 
Mrs.  David  A.  Abrahamsen’s  letter 
which  continues  the  plea  for  action  in 
support  of  the  Stratton  Bill.  We  hope 
that  you  will  follow  the  suggestions  of 
Mrs.  Grass  and  Mrs.  Albrahamsen  by 
writing  to  your  representatives. 

Dear  Editor: 

After  many  years  of  intense  suffering, 
about  850,000  European  refugees  are 
still  detained  in  camps — homeless.  Al¬ 
most  none  of  the  D.P.s  has  been  resettled 
in  new  countries,  including  our  own. 
As  a  young  and  rich  nation  amongst 
the  family  of  nations  we  have  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  take  the  lead  in  admitting  a 
fair  share,  but  our  country  has  done 
nothing  along  these  lines. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  about 
the  need  to  modify  the  immigration  re¬ 
strictions  during  this  state  of  emergency. 
Quite  recently,  an  important  bill  was 
drawn  up  which  would  contribute  much 
to  help  solve  the  displaced  persons 
problem.  Introduced  by  Rep.  William 
G.  Stratton  of  Illinois,  it  would  permit 
400,000  displaced  persons  to  enter  the 
United  States  in  a  period  of  four  years, 
through  the  utilization  of  unused  quotas. 

This  total  of  400,000  would  equal  less 
than  half  the  number  of  quota  immi¬ 
grants  who  could  have  legally  come 
here  during  the  war  years.  Under  that 
system  918,000  people  could  have  come 
into  this  country  since  1939.  One  thing 
prevented  these  harried  and  oppressed 
people  from  coming  to  this  country  — 
Hitler  and  the  Nazis.  Nothing  should 
prevent  them  now.  Certainly  not  our 
indifference  nor  our  neglect  to  act. 

A  large  number  of  the  refugees  are 
agricultural  and  construction  workers, 
and  we  have  a  shortage  of  such  workers 
in  this  country.  Like  the  Pilgrims  and 
Hu  guenots,  our  war  refugees  have  been 
the  victims  of  bigotry  and  oppression 
abroad.  Our  country  has  been  built,  and 


it  must  continue  to  build,  with  such  men 
as  these. 

Among  the  national  organizations  that 
have  gone  on  record  favoring  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Stratton  Bill  are  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Council  of  Churches  in  America, 
the  National  Catholic  Welfare  Confer¬ 
ence,  the  A.F.  of  L.,  the  C.I.O.,  the 
United  Council  of  American  Veteran  or¬ 
ganizations  and  the  major  national  Jew¬ 
ish  organizations.

Make  it 
clear  that  your  interest  is  not  in  any 
one  group,  for  the  problem  is  not  ex¬ 
clusively  a  Jewish  problem,  and  your  in¬ 
terest  in  the  displaced  persons  is  an  in¬ 
terest  in  human  beings.

It  has.  also  been  suggested  that  a 
series  of  “spot”  courses,  consisting  of 
approximately  three  lectures  on  a  timely 
subject  be  offered  sporadically  through¬ 
out  the  year.  The  entire  committee  will 
meet  again  on  Thursday  evening,  May 
22nd  to  discuss  further  plans.
